Acheson told a Senate appro­ 
priations Subcommittee that he 
was accepting “ the humiliation 
of stating what should be obvi­ 
ous” in order to, end “ m isrepre­ 
sentations” of his earlier state­ 
ment that he would not turn his 
back on Hiss. 
Hiss, a former associate in 
the State Department, h a s 
been conv icted of perjury for 
deny ing that he passed secret 
g ov ernment documents to con­ 
fessed Communist Whittaker 
Chambers. 
Hiss’ 
appe a I is 
pending . 
Acheson assured the senators 
that in 
his 
earlier 
statement, 
made at a Jan. 25 news confer­ 
ence, he had no intention of re­ 
flecting on the court which tried 
Hiss or “ with the correctness of 
the rulings of the trial judge.” 
He w’as guided, 
he said,
